sion in regard to the work of the Bible Society there. 
Because the printing of our Bibles and Testaments is 
done by the Mission Press, it is known that many con- 
cluded the work is not only done but paid for by the 
Presbyterian Board, who have strong missions in that 
neighborhood. The fact is the Bible Society employs 
the Press for printing its Bibles and Testaments 
and pays for the printing of the same. They are after- 
ward distributed and sold by direction of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society. If the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, a missionary, or any other mission wishes a 
supply of Arabic Scriptures application for the same 
must be made either to the Rev. M. Bowen, the Soci- 
ety’s Agent for the Levant, at the Bible House, Con- 
stantinople, or to one of the sub-agencies at Beirut or 
in Egypt. We feel that it is simple justice to our- 
selves to correct an impression which we have 


learned was very general among the oe or 600 vis- 
itors at Beirut. 


Y the favor of A. V. W. Van Vechten, Esq., of 

45 Pine Street, New York City, we have just 
learned a very interesting fact with regard to 

the American Bible Society, namely, that it was 
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planned in a house in Greenwich Street of this city 
which, by examination of the New York directories of 
that period, he finds to be 34 Greenwich Street, 
though now the ground is occupied by a four-story 
tenement, In 1816 the house then standing was oc- 
cupied by Mr. John E. Caldwell, who was appointed 
the first General Agent of the Society. It was on the 
west side of Greenwich Street, the fourth house 
south from Morris Street on the block next to Battery 
Place, near Bowling Green. We regret that we can- 
not give a picture of the building which is so sacredly 
connected with the birth of the American Bible So- 
ciety. Mr. Van Vechten also informs us that he had 
incidentally learned of some of these facts from Wil- 
liam N. Blakeman, Jr., Esq., of this city, who was a 
relative of Mr. Caldwell. 


HE Virginia Bible Society held its Ninety-first 
Annual Meeting upon Sunday, the 8th of May, 
in the city of Richmond. Two fine addresses 

were delivered, one by the Rev. Dr. W. J. Young, 
Pastor of the Centenary Church, and the other by the 
Rev. Dr. F. T. McFadden, Pastor of the First Presby- 
terian Church. High and hearty commendations were 
given to the Secretary, the Rev. W. S. Campbell, who 
has served for eight years. The Z7imes Despatch, of 
Richmond, in speaking of this meeting, says, “ Dur-— 
ing the past year the society has done splendid work.” 
In addition to the work in cities and villages the col- 
porteurs have gone largely into the rural sections of 
the State and have done an increased work among the 
sailors in the great Hampton Roads harbor, into which 
about 50,000 sailors come every year. John L. Wil- 
liams, Esq., a distinguished member of the Episcopal 
Church, was elected president. It is stated that he 
is the first layman in the history of the society that has 
been elected to this high office. All honor and suc- 
cess to the noble Virginia Bible Society.

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IEXTRACTS FROM THE EIGHTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
BOARD OF MANAGERS OF THE AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


HE Managers of the American Bible Society 

present herewith their Eighty-eighth Annual 

Report, which may be called, we believe, a re- 
rport of genuine progress. This progress is evident 
iin the increase of benevolent gifts received through 
eevery channel, from legacies, gifts from churches, indi- 
yviduals, and from auxiliary societies. Such an in- 
(crease, however gratifying, must not be recorded 
ywithout recording also the adverse circumstances 
iwhich have led to it. The receipts during the earlier 
jpart of the year were not larger than for the cor- 
iresponding months of the previous year, and this, 
‘coupled with the decrease in the year preceding, 
| brought the Board face to face with the alternatives 
;either of retrenchment, debt, or a large increase in 
;contributions. These facts were made known to the 
| public, and the result above noted followed. During 
ithe latter months of the year, beginning with January, 
:contributions increased from the living, and this, co- 
‘incident with an increase of legacies, has brought 
‘us thus far without disaster, and for this we thank 
‘God and take courage. There is still, however, 
‘urgent necessity for increased gifts to meet the press- 
ing demands of the immediate future.

lands to the amount of $16,130.75 were outstanding on 
March 31, 1904. These accounts differ in form from 
those in the Financial Statement, but are based upon 
the same figures. The explanation of these accounts 
will be found with the Financial Statement. 

Invested Funds, 

These funds were increased by legacies and gifts 
during the year $1,322.48, making the total amount 
on March 31, 1904, $523,443.20. These funds are 
trust funds, of which only the income can be ex- 
pended for the purposes of the Society. The income 
from these permanent funds for the past year was 
$19,943 25. 
~ The Society also holds in trust a fund known as the 
Jonathan Burr Fund, amounting to $31,576.14, the in- 
come of which can be used only to supply the Scrip- 
tures in raised letters for the blind. This income for 
the past year amounted to $1,595.04. The Alden 
Memorial Fund, amounting to $1,000, is held for the 
same specific purpose. The income for the year 
amounted to $45. 

The income of the Fitch Shepard Bible Fund, 
amounting to $2,475.48, has, in obedience to the terms 
of the gift, been added to the principal, which now 
amounts at par to $83,391.87. Not until this fund 


reaches the amount of $100,000 will the income be at 


the disposal of the Managers for the benevolent pur- 
poses of the Society. 

The Society has other funds which are available 
for its general purposes. Their par value on March 
31, 1904, Was $39,716.30. a 

Issues. 

The total issues of the year, at home and abroad, 
amount to 1,770,891. Of these 929,823 were fences 
from the Bible House in New York, and 841,063 from 
the Society’s Agencies abroad, being printed on 
mission presses in China, Japan, Siam, Syria, and 
Turkey. These figures show a decrease from those 
of a year ago amounting to 222,667 volumes, 159 036 
of which is on the foreign field.

Auxiliary Societies. _ 

During the year ending March 31, 1904, the Socletys 
auxiliaries have made payment on purchase account 
amounting to $63,605. 
contributed to the donation account in cash $34,677,06. 
They have also requested a transfer from their credit 
balance to donation account of $11,233.61. 

In keeping with a resolution of the Board of Man- 
agers, and the action of the Society adopted in May, 
Igor, many societies may have to be dropped from our

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they have failed to make a report to the American 
Bible Society, and have for that period failed to make 
any contribution of funds to the Society. Various in- 
fluences have combined to diminish the activities and 
zeal of many auxiliaries. In the first place, the coun- 
try is passing beyond the pioneer period ; in the second 
place, Bibles and Testaments are printed not only by 
the American Bible Society at very cheap rates, but 
also by many publishing houses, for which the Society 
is glad. ‘While the Society does not neglect the calls 
from the frontiers, it is giving larger supplies to the 
great cities upon the seaboard, to which are coming 
throngs of immigrants from foreign shores. This great 
work is done through auxiliaries of the American 
Bible Society, for which we honor them and are glad 
to supply them. 

All of the auxiliaries which have a mind to work, 
all which are eager to supply the destitute in their 
neighborhood, and, beyond that, have a thought and 
purpose to supply means for the Parent Society by 
which its work may be carried on, are cherished by 
the Bible Society. 


Domestic Work, 


The American Bible Saciety is very deeply inter- 
ested in the circulation of the Scriptures in the United 
States. Its domestic circulation for the year amounts 
to 757,364 volumes, omitting those that are circulated 
in the special agencies in Puerto Rico and the Philip- 
pines. These books are largely distributed through 
the auxiliaries and, in some measure, by the trade. 
The Society has not deemed it wise to undertake 
special colportage in the United States save among 
the colored people of the South, though it has made 
special grants of books to Alaska and to the work in 
Texas, which latter grant, however, is administered 
as a matter of convenience by the Mexico Agency. 
The time has not seemed ripe for another re-supply 


of the United States after the manner of those that 
have already been so successfully undertaken in the 
past. This manner of reaching the needy regions of 
the country is exceedingly expensive. The Society 
has deemed it better to place itself in direct co-opera- 
tion with the ministers of the country, granting them 
special rates for Sunday schools where there is need, 
and making grants of books on “‘sale and distribu- 
tion’ for the destitute in their parishes. It has also 
given gratuitously, or at special rates, many thovsand 
volumes to the various Sunday school and missionary 
boards operating in this country, and has met, as gen- 
erously as its funds will allow, every request which 
has been brought to its attention for special grants to 
needy individuals and institutions. It has ever before 
it the home field and is ceaselessly studying the best 
methods of supplying the needs of our own land, and 
in this way, while not employing colporteurs under 
its own direct control (except among colored people), 
is none the less co-operating with colportage on a 
large scale all over the country.

IMPRESSIONS OF THE CENTENARY. 


UR story of the Centenary gathering in London 
appeared in the May number of the Record. 
Near the close of our article we promised to 

tell of our experiences at the other cities in England. 
Great is London! Its population, when the British 
and Foreign Bible Society was organized, was about 
951,000; the population now of Greater London is 
6,581,372. Greater London covers seven hundred 


- Square miles ; it has 800,000 dwelling houses. In its 


great center are no tramway cars, but threading Lon- 
don in all its parts are 15,000 cabs and hansoms, sev- 
eral hundred public electric vehicles, and more than 
150 lines of omnibuses. How the metropolis of the 
world (for such is London) can support such a vast 
population is a mystery until one recalls that London

is not only the capital of a kingdom but of a great 
empire. : 

During the centennial week in London it seemed 
to one attending the meetings as if the current of life 
was toward them, and that it was in the thoughts and 
upon the hearts of all the people. The nearly two 
weeks of heavy clouds and fog reminded us’ of an 
incident given to us by a London friend. A distin- 
guished parsee from India visited London. He was 
received with marked attention.

Centenary meetings arranged for in some of the 
cities of England, there were not so many cloudy 
days, and there was an enthusiasm connected with 
this celebration which showed that England believes 
in the Bible, not only for herself but for all nations 
and tongues. 

We visited Cambridge and saw the great university 
town, but were not able to be present at its meetings. 
Having enjoyed a sight of the many colleges, grand 
structures, beautiful parks, and the thrifty city, we 
passed on to Norwich, where preparation had been 


made for morning, afternoon, and evening gatherings, | 


Because the Bible Society is a union of the different 
denominations the meetings here and elsewhere were 
not held in a church but in public halls, and generally 
presided over by the mayor, by some distinguished 
jawyer, by a lord ora marquis, or by some eminent 
and thrifty business man. One or two meetings which 
I attended were presided over by the high sheriff. I 
o not think England has had in her history a more

entertaining us at a lunch, the genial Dean took us 
through the cathedral, pointing out the grandeur of 
its old parts, as well as the charm and beauty of its 
restoration, which has been under his supervision. He 
regards a beautiful Bible as the gem of his cathedral 
appointments. It is the book which Victoria kissed 
when she ascended the throne, and upon the inside of 
its cover was written with her ownhand the simple 
word, ‘‘ Victoria.” 

In Norwich, Salisbury, and indeed through all of 
England, “honorary secretaries” were appointed 
months before to assist the local secretaries in col- 
lecting funds for the British and Foreign Bible Society. 
In many of the cities all of the homes were visited and 
large sums of money collected, so that it is believed 
that during the year the two hundred and fifty thou- 
sand guineas which they have called for will be raised. 

Upon Thursday, March 16th, we hastened from 
Norwich to London, and from London on toward the 
southwest tothe great cathedral city of Salisbury. 
That day had crowded into it more tokens of English 
hospitality than any other. Seven times were we 
offered food—before we left our beds, then came

breakfast, at noon lunch in London, and lunch when 
we reached Salisbury; after the meeting a lunch; 
then after alittle ramble round the town came dinner, 
then the evening meeting, and afterward another 
lunch, not large but good. 


\ 
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The Bishop of Salisbury presided at the afternoon 
meeting. Many distinguished people were present, 
among them Major-General Hays, one of England’s 
greatest soldiers, who is at the same time a devout 
Christian and great friend of the Bible Society. The 
Bishop manifested especial pleasure when he learned 
of the great demand there is for the Arabic Bible in 
remote parts of the Turkish Empire. Our friends 
will doubtless remember that this has been called by 
the cultured Arabs a ‘‘classic.” It is a thorough 
translation, the most delicate and beautiful perhaps 
that has ever gone into the Arabic language. Dr. 
Van Dyke, of Beirut, a medical missionary, crowned 
his life work with this translation. 

From Salisbury, by the morning train of Thursday, 
we passed on to the borders of Walesfand pretty near 
to the wild regions made so attractive by Blackmore’s 
“Lorna Doone.’ We threaded for seven miles a 
tunnel under the Severn River and then steamed on 
through the beautiful country to Shrewsbury, where 
an afternoon and an evening meeting awaited us. 
There were many country people at the afternoon 
meetings in the various cities. The meetings of the 
evenings were somewhat more popular in their nature, 
and were made more inspiring by the union choirs 
and instruments of music which honored these occa- 
sions. 

Shrewsbury is an ancient town and has, in some 
“sections, as old and quaint an appearance as Ches- 
ter, from which it is not very distant. 

On Friday we hurried away to the far north of Eng- 
land, into the region of the English lakes where, at 
Penrith, there was an evening gathering. We were 
told that this is “avery conservative city—not liable 
to be lifted upon the wave of any excitement, political, 
religious, or social.” The Canon of Penrith told me 
that Max O’Rell, the distinguished Frenchman, once 
lectured there, and after the lecture announced him- 
self as very much disgusted, saying with a groan: ‘‘I 
have delivered this lecture 2,300 times, and I never 
had it received in such afcool way as it was here to- 
night.’’? But we did not find any such lack of interest. 
The secretary and the honorary secretary had been 
icined by many friends in making special preparation 
for this occasion. There was only anJevening meet- 
ing. The building (belonging to a men’s society or 
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league), which would seat a thousand people, was 
crowded, and when it was announced by the presid- 
ing officer that a gentleman from the United States 
was to speak, there was as hearty an English welcome 
as we had found in any other city of England, and as 
the story of the British and Foreign Bible Society and 
of the ‘‘Great American Bible Society” (as they in 
England are pleased to call it) were being told—their 
labors, their achievements — there were frequent 
bursts of applause. After the address a collection 
was taken, and then some one arose and offered a 
resolution expressing thanksgiving to God for his 
blessings on a hundred years of successful work in 
translating and disseminating His Word. Recognizing 
the Bible as the only infallible rule of faith and prac- 
tice, the resolution went on to say, ‘‘ We desire to re- 
cord our sympathy with the work of the Society and 
pray that its future may be even more blessed and 
glorious than its past.” Remember this was a popu- 
lar audience, not in a church but in a public hall, and 
when the chairman of the meeting, a distinguished 
lawyer, put the motion, the people all rose to their 
feet—so far as I could see not one remained sitting. 

Before I close I must not fail to record a striking 
illustration of the interest the multitudes of the Eng- 
lish people have in the Bible. 

On the first Sunday of March, the Rev. John H. 
Ritson, M.A., one of the secretaries of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, addressed a meeting in Man- 
chester. The simple announcement was that Mr. 
Ritson, one of the secretaries, would tell about the 
Bible work in the last one hundred years. The great 
public hall, which seated four thousand people, was 
on the evening of that day crowded to the very 
doors, and many were not able to gain admission. 
The attraction was the story of the Bible and its 
work in the world. 

Since we came back to our homes this work of © 
celebrating and gathering means with which to con- 
tinue the work has gone onin England, My wife and 
I were invited to tarry and attend a celebration which 
Lord —— was to have in June at his country home. 

May the prayers and the gifts of the people and 
the blessing of the Almighty God be upon these two 
great Societies so that the sway of Christ may control - 
all lands and hearts, |

RECENT NEWS FROM JAPAN. 


HE following letters from {Mr. Loomis and his 
helpers in Japan give us, not war news, but the 
better victories of the Prince of Peace: 

' The Rev. W. B. Mcllwaine, of Kochi, writes to me 
as follows: “TI still follow the same plan of taking a 
number of New Testaments and Portions with me on 
evangelistic trips and have distributed thus something 


like two hundred copies. Most of these are sold at 
hotels and on steamers, sometimes at the place of 
meeting. I find a great many people interested — 
wherever I go. 

“On the fifth of November last I met a man from the | 
extreme western part of this province who had been — 
to Kochi on business and was returning by steamer. — 
I first met him on the little houseboat that takes 
passengers to the harbor. He asked me what my — 
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business was, and when I told him he said: ‘I have 
been wishing to hear about the Christian religion for 
a long time. Please tell me about it.’ So I com- 
menced and talked with him until we reached the 
steamer. 

‘* As soon as we were on board he asked where I 
was going, and on learning I was going to Susaki 
he said: ‘It takes about three. hours to go there, 
doesn’t it? I can’t hear all about it in that time, can 
I? Anyway I want to hear all that I can.’ 

“* Accordingly as soon as the boat started he came 
to where I was sitting and said, ‘I am ready to have 
that talk continued now.’ 

“When the talk commenced some fifteen or 
twenty passengers gathered around ; and, although 
it was a bitter cold day, I propped ih e16 against the 
railing of the steamer and preached a sermon some 
twenty miles long to as attentive an audience as I 
ever preached to, though interrupted quite frequently 
with a question, usually from this man, but sometimes 
trom others. . 

- “Often he would stop me, repeat the eathes made, 
_ask if he was correct, and when assured that he was 
would say, ‘Well, I have this, now go ahead.’ I did 
‘not have any Bibles with me this time, but this man 
paid the money for a New Testament and had me 


send it to him by?mail.” 


This illustrates the general spirit of inquiry, and the 
importance of having the Word of Life for the supply 
of cases like these. Henry Loomis.

The pastor of the Saga Church recently went to 
Tokyo to attend dazkwai., On his return he spent a 
night or two with his brother, a captain in the army, 
residing at Osaka. 

The brothers had seen very little of each other for 
a number of years, and knew very little of each

other’s real state of mind and general condition. 
The evangelist, while not a very enthusiastic man, 

_ was yet anxious about his brother’s spiritual welfare, 
and while in Tokyo purchased a rather expensive, 
well bound New Testament, with the purpose of giv- 
ing it to his brother. 

During the evening at his brother’s home, with con- 
siderable trepidation, he began a little speech about 
the importance of spiritual things, spoke of the excel- 
Jence of the Christian religion, whose representative 
he was, urged his brother to investigate it, and ended 
by handing him the Testament. 

His brother listened courteously till the close and 
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then broke out laughing, considerably to the perplex- 
ity of the evangelist. The captain arose, went to his 
desk, opened a drawer, and drew forth a little book 
which he handed to his evangelist brother. It was a 
New Testament, well worn with reading. 

The captain said that he had possessed the’ book 
for some years and had read it a gooddeal. He was 
not a professing Christian, but he had great admira- 
tion for the book. When he found places whose 
meaning was obscure to him, he used occasionally 
to go to a certain Osaka pastor for explanation. He 
ended by saying that most men of his station in life 
were well acquainted with the book. 

The last expression is the really striking one. To 
what extent is it true? Different answers will be 
given, but I think a revelation of the facts would sur- 
prise us by the number of New Testaments that are 


prized and read in high and little-expected stations. 


I recently heard of two Koto Jo Gakko girls of 
Saga going to the local. book-dealer and asking for 
Bibles. The dealer had none. I think that few gen- 
eral booksellers keep a stock. Perhaps the time has 
not quite yet arrived, but we must expect to see a 
good line of Bibles and hymn-books in the best book- 
store of each 4en capital before very long. Steps. 
will have to be taken at once to bring this about. 
We invite the attention of the Bible Societies people 
to the matter.

eect convention has just been held 

in Shenandoah, Pa.—the Lithuanian Alliance 
This body held a three-day ses- 
‘sion, electing as its president, before adjournment, 
Jonas Tareila of Waterbury, Conn., with a list of 
other officers from various sections of the country. 
Among other projects it was decided to establish a 
library at Boston, Mass. Of special interest to the 
Bible Society are the following resolutions, which 
were unanimously adopted: 

Whereas, The Lithuanian language is the most an- 
cient in Europe, akin to the Sanskrit of India, and is 
now spoken by millions in Europe and by multitudes 
in America ; and, 

Whereas, The Samogit New Testament, an anti- 
quated translation, unsuitable for this day, is all of the 
Holy Scriptures now available in Roman type for the 
use of the great majority of Lithuanians, who can 
read no other; and, 

Whereas, The Lithuanians, as patriots loving their 
language and nationality, need for their literature the 
Holy Scriptures, as much as all other civilized 
nations ; therefore, be it 
_ Resolved, That the Lithuanian Alliance of America 
cordially appreciates the efforts of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society and of the} American Bible 
Society to provide an acceptable translation of the 
Holy Scriptures in Roman type for the millions of 
Lithuanians in Europe and America ; and it appeals 
to the Christian world to assist this noble undertaking. 

Certainly this action indicates a most interesting 
and desirable state of mind among our Lithuanian 
foreign citizens, and one to which the hearts of all true 
Christians ought to respond. The Lithuanian immi- 
gration into this country is very large and has been 
so for quite a number of years, and their appeal for 
the Bible ought not to be disregarded. It is, how- 
ever, difficult for the Bible Society, with the other 
demands upon its treasury, to do all that needs to be 
done to meet their wishes, and we appeal most ear- 
nestly for contributions for this purpose.

BIBLE SUNDAY AT DORCHESTER, MASS. 

HE Rev. Dr. Arthur Little, of the Dorchester 
(Second) Congregational Church, Boston 
preached on Bible Sunday a sermon appropri- 
pte to the occasion, strongly commending the work of 
the American Bible Society. After calling attention 
o the fact that the first President of the Society, 
Slias Boudinot, was also ‘one of the founders of the 
merican Board of Commissioners for Foreign Mis- 
sions, he alluded to.Mr. Boudinot’s estimate of the

presidency of the Society as the highest honor of his 
life, and in that connection dwelt on the eminent men 
in public life who in England had taken part in the 
work of the British and Foreign Society. Speaking 
of the English Bible particularly, he continued: “All 
that we have been, are, or shall be, is due fundamen- 
tally to the old Book which Voltaire predicted would 
disappear with Christianity itself during the last cen- 
tury. It was the seed out of which libraries have 
grown. It has made the common mind intelligent, 
It has made the peasant the peer of the priest. Bet- 
ter than all this, it was the liberation of Christian faith 
and hope. Wickliffe’s translation of the Bible was for 
the English-speaking race around the world the sec- 
ond resurrection. The day of its completion was 
the Easter day of the English language.’? He then 
appealed in earnest words to his congregation to aid 
the American Bible Society in the circulation of the 
Book. 


THE GRACE OF GIVING. 
‘IFTS continue to come to us from many{con- 
Ge tributors, small sums for the most part, with 
some larger ones. They are accompanied by 
letters full of such evidence of rich Christian expe- 
rience, and especially of the grace of giving, as 
makes it a great privilege to read them. 

“T am ninety years old and have been confined 
to my bed and room for nearly four years,” writes 
one veteran minister, who sends $5. 

Another writes: “My husband crossed the river 
April 3d quietly and peacefully. He would have 
been eighty-nine next month and myself eighty-three. 
My dear one is very near me now, and the veil be- 
tween heaven and earth seems very thin. I would 
like to give more if I had it. Remember me in your 
prayers—I (need them. I shall never forget the dear 
cause you represent.” 

Another retired minister sends $25 though “without 
salary and with a limited income. I would give one 
hundred times as much if I ae it to give.” 

Another very aged man, ‘‘unable to earn a cent 
of money in any way,” still spares $5 of the little 
ready cash he has in hand, “trusting in Providence 
to enable me to pay my expenses during the cur- 
rent year.” 

Another, an old woman “shut in by infirmities,” 
sends $20, “ with earnest prayer for God’s blessing — 
on the work of the Bible Society,” does not wish 
her name published. 

Another ¢1 for Bible work—“ Wish I could do 
more, but have an old father over ninety years to 
do for. You need not send me the Zzd/e Society 
Record—~that will help a little.”? This part of the 
request we take liberty to disregard. 
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Another, enclosing $2,says: ‘‘I am old and feeble, 
and while I am a Life Member ofthe Society, am 
unable to help it as I would like.”’ 

Another, sending 50c., says: “I have been a Life 
Member over 48 years and the cause still lies near 
my heart.” 

Another, sending $5, says: “It is as much as 
I can afford—a very hard winter, no work, and little 
money, but God bless you for the Bible work. 
You have my prayers for its success. Yours tor 
the truth.” 

Another, “eighty-two years old and without means 
of support but the charity of the people,” sends 3oc., 
saying: “You need not sent the Record. Use the 
30c. to forward the cause, as my eyesight is so dim 
that I cannot read without difficulty.” 

Another, “ninety-five years old who can still read 
her Bible, sends $1 through her daughter, adding: “ If 
I can increase it later on I will do so.” 

The last one that we can find space to mention 
is the largest and is quite unique. It consists of 
$90, being the proceeds of a half ton of honey. 
This is the second lot of honey that our generous 
friend has given—a man in humble circumstances, 
but “willing that his bees should work for the Bible 
cause, and it is all the same to the bees.” 

It is easy to see what is the sub-soil out of which 
these precious flowers of divine grace and generosity 
have grown. The indescribable attachment of the 
loving heart to Jesus Christ and his Holy Word 
alone could produce such wonderful results. No 
words of ours could characterize or fitly give thanks 
for such gifts. They ought to make every one in 
charge of this great labor more willing to be servus 
servorum—a servant of all the churches and of all 
Christians for the spreading of the Book which makes 
such holy men and women.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY, 


HE stated meeting of the Board of Managers 
of the American Bible Society was held at the 
Bible House Thursday, May 5, 1904, Theo- 
philus A. Brouwer, Esq., Vice-President of the So- 
ciety, in the chair, 
The Rev. N. H. Eggleston of Boston read a portion 
of Scripture and offered prayer. 
The minutes of the April meeting of the Board of 
Managers were read, revised, and approved. : 
The announcement was made that at the annual 
meeting of the Society to be held on the 12th of May, 
according to the action of the Board April 7, there 
will be submitted to the committee the proposed 
- amendment of Article I of the Constitution. 
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The estimates for appropriations for the current 
year were referred to the special committee consist- 
ing of the chairmen of the several committees, which 
recommend appropriations to the Board for fuller 
consideration. ‘ 

The'Board accepted the offer of Mr. A. H.{Gottschall 
of Harrisburg, Pa., that he would bear the expenses 
ot the free distribution of $1,000 worth of our publica- 
tions, half of them to be distributed in Spanish and 
other foreign languages, a report being made to 
him of the distribution in due time. 

Forty grants were made in the home field, including 
a grant of books amounting to $75 to the American 
Tract Society, and books to the amount of $212.50 to 
the Sunday School Union of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and Scriptures to the amount of $250 to the 
Presbyterian Board of Publication and Sunday School 
Work. 

Secretary Fox presented to the Board a communi- 
cation from the British.and Foreign Bible Society, 
expressing their gratitude for the services rendered 
by the representatives of the American Bible Society 
at the Centenary celebration. 

Secretary Haven read to the Board a letter from 
the Rev. Dr. Brown, Corresponding Secretary of the 
Board of Foreign Missions of the Presbyterian Church 
in the United States of America, requesting the 
American Bible Society to allow its Secretary, the 
Rev. Dr. Fox, to be one of a delegation of the Pres- 
byterian Board to visit its mission in West Africa, 
saying that all the expenses of the delegate appointed 


by us would be borne by the Board of Foreign Mis- - 


sions of the Presbyterian Church. The communica- 
tion was referred to the General Reference Com- 
mittee. . 
The Secretaries reported the following consign- 
ments to Foreign Agencies during the month of April 
under previous appropriations: To the Japan Agency, 
too volumes, value $5.89 ; Central America Agency, 
2,938 volumes, value $829.90 ; Mexico Agency, 4,970 
volumes, value $373.25. Total value $1,209.04.

On motion of Mr. J. F. Lockwood, of New York 
City, it was 

Resolved, That the report which has just been read 
be printed and circulated under the direction of the 
Board of Managers. 

Mr. James H. Taft, of New York, moved, and the 
Rev. N. H. Eggleston, of Boston, seconded the mo- 
tion, that, according to the recommendation of the 
Board of Managers, the Constitution of the American 
Bible Society be amended by omitting in Article I 
the last four words, namely: “now in common use,” 
and adding the following words: “set forth in 1611 
and commonly known as the King James Version, 
whether in its original form, as published in the afore- 
said year, or as revised, the New Testament in 1881 
and the Old Testament in 1885, and published in 
those years under the supervision of the Committee 
of Revision, or as further revised and edited by the 
American Committee of Revision and printed under 
its supervision in 1901.’ So that the whole Article 
shall read: 

“This Society shall be known by the name of the 
American Bible Society, of which the sole object shall 
be to encourage a wider circulation of the Holy 
Scriptures without note or comment. The only cop- 
ies in the English language to be circulated by the 
Society shall be of the version set forth in 1611 and 
commonly known as the King James Version, whether 
in its original form, as published in the aforesaid year, 
or as revised, the New Testament in 1881 and the 
Old Testament in 1885, and published in these years 
under the supervision of the Committee of Revision, 
or as further revised and edited by the American 
Committee of Revision and printed under its super- 
vision in I9o0I.” - 

Mr. F. Wolcott Jackson, of Newark, N.J., presented 
a substitute for this motion, referring the matter back 
to the Board of Managers for such action as they may 
see proper to recommend. 

After full discussion the amendment presented by 
Mr. Jackson failed to pass, and the motion of Mr. 
Taft was adopted and the Constitution amended as 
stated above. 

_ In view ot the vacancies noted in the report of the 
‘Board of Managers, a committee consisting of Mr. S. 
‘D. Kellogg, the Rev. Dr. Eggleston, and Secretary 
‘Haven was appointed to nominate suitable persons 
to fill the vacancies. 

f The Treasurer, Mr. Foulke, presented a statement 
of the receipts and payments of the year just closed. 
On motion of Mr. C. E. Millspaugh, of Goshen, 
N. Y., it was : 

Resolved, That the financial statement be accepted 

nd printed in the Annual Report. 

The committee appointed to nominate Managers to 
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serve for 1904-1908 recommended the following  per- 
sons: 

William T. Booth, Churchill H. Cutting, John S. 
Pierson, John S, McLean, William Jay Schieffelin, 
Charles D. Leverich, Edward Kirk Billings. 

On motion of the Rev. Dr. W. W. Atterbury, of 
New York City, the Secretary was authorized to cast 
a vote for the names as read. He did so, and it was 
duly reported that they were unanimously elected. 

On motion of Mr. Frederick S. Duncan, of Engle- 
wood, N. J., it was 

Resolved, That the Board of Managers as now con- 
stituted be directed to meet in the Bible House on 
the third Thursday of the present month, for the pur- 
pose of organizing for the ensuing year, and the 
transaction of such other business as may be pre- 
sented.
